AMENDMENT TO THE CLAIMS: 


Please cancel claims 24-51 without prejudice or disclaimer and amend Claims 1-3, 8-10, 
15, 16 and 19 as follows: 

Claim 1 (currently amended): A system for producing a raster-type laser scanning pattern for 
scanning 2-D bar code symbols, said system comprising: 
a housing; 

a light source disposed in said housing, for producing a light beam having cross-sectional 
characteristics suitable for scanning a 2-D bar code symbol bar code symbol; 

a first light beam scanning mechanism, disposed in said housing and responsive to a first 
control signal, for scanning said light beam along a first reference direction using a first 
scanning element; 

a second light beam scanning mechanism, disposed in said housing and responsive to a 
second control signal, for scanning said light beam along a second reference direction
